Jim  Moores,  Central  States  Governor  and  seminar  participant,  praised 
the  Higgens  staff  and  fellow  Governor  Ray  Lockwood  for  their  efforts  in 
developing  the  seminar.  Jim  proved  no  slouch,  himself,  in  making  the 
seminar  special  for  those  attending.  Cliff  Mishler,  a Higgens  Museum 
Board  member  also  helped  with  liaison  between  the  museum  and 
Central  States. 

The  Higgens  Museum  in  Okobji  is  chock  full  of  notes,  post  cards, 
banking  paraphernalia  and  such  eye  popping  rarities  as  number  1 notes 
and  Territorial  National  Bank  Notes.  That,  along  with  a wonderful 
collection  of  Iowa  notes,  provided  a perfect  backdrop  for  the  event. 

Encouraged  by  the  reception  the  seminar  received,  CSNS  personnel  are 
already  hard  at  work  planning  the  next  educational  seminar  to  be  held  in 
Indianapolis,  Indiana  in  2007. 
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Keep  reading  Bank  Note  Reporter  for  details  as  they  unfold.  For 
information  on  Central  States  contact  Jerry  Lebo,  Secretary/Treasurer  at 
PO  Box  842,  Logansport,  IN.

As  I said,  there  was  much,  much  more.  The  drive  over  was  pleasant, 
although  about  8 hours  from  Wausau.  Then,  all  of  a sudden,  popping  up 
out  of  the  prairie  is  a lakes  region  well  known  in  Iowa  and  environs. 
Several  quite  large  lakes  are  spread  over  a good  sized  area,  serving  as  a 
playground  for  area  residents.  Numerous  restaurants  and  resorts  are 
available.  All  in  all  it  is  quite  an  attractive  area. 

The  socializing  began  on  our  arrival  as  the  Higgens  Museum  folks  had 
rolled  out  the  red  carpet  for  us.  Early  on  I enjoyed  visiting  with  Wendell 
Wolka  and  the  ubiquitous  Cliff  Mishler  who  had  driven  over  in  his  motor 
home. 

My  first  impression  of  the  museum  was  one  of  amazement.  Tons  of 
wonderful  notes  on  display  in  wall  hung  cases.  A type  set  of  First 
Charter  in  one  corner,  including  a $50.. .all  in  high  grade;  a State  and 
Territory  set  of  Red  Seals  in  another  corner  in  two  cases.  Looking 
closely  you  realize  that  not  only  does  the  set  include  rare  Territorials,  it 
also  features  10  or  more  serial  #1  notes. 

An  assortment  of  safes  and  bank  paraphernalia  were  exhibited  in  several 
locations  sprinkled  around  the  building.  A huge  inventory  of  post 
cards... mostly  bank  scenes  was  available  to  peruse  in  alphabetical  order. 

Notes  from  areas  out  of  the  collections  major  focus  (Iowa  & near  by 
towns  in  adjoining  states)  also  abounded... along  with  some  catchy 
exhibits  that  included  a signed  Lincoln  letter! 

The  seminar  kicked  off  with  a presentation  by  Wendell  Wolka 
connecting  early  banking  laws  of  Ohio  with  the  eventual  National 
system.  With  that  background  in  place,  Mark  Hotz  (a  frequently 
featured  writer  for  Bank  Note  Reporter)  gave  us  some  ideas  on  how  to 
collect  $5  Brown  backs  by  layout...  and  stressed  the  concept  of  shopping 
for  attractive  notes  that  please  the  eye...  concluding  with  a slide  of  a 
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bloodstained  small  size  note  pedigreed  to  the  shootout  that  ended  the 
lives  of  notorious  bank  robbers  Bonnie  and  Clyde. 

Renowned  expert  Peter  Huntoon  then  regaled  us  with  a history  of  Hettie 
Green  and  her  son  the  colonel,  relaying  fascinating  anecdotes  that  most 
of  us  were  unfamiliar  with.  For  instance...  did  you  know  that  the 
Colonel  purchased  in  excess  of  5,000  sheets  of  #1  small  size  nationals 
from  their  banks  for  a modest  premium  over  face  and  they  were 
redistributed  after  his  death  to  any  banks  that  were  interested  in 
reclaiming  their  #1  notes... at  FACE.  This  is  the  reason  there  ae  so  many 
#l’s  are  available  to  collectors...  although  many  of  the  banks  turned 
down  the  proposition. 

The  bottom  line,  was  you’ve  got  to  see  this  place  for  yourself  if  you  have 
any  interest  at  all  in  Nationals.  Admission  is  free,  although  you  may 
make  donations  if  you  please.  The  museum  is  open  Tuesday  to  Sunday, 

1 1:00  AM  to  5:00  PM  from  Mid-May  to  Mid-September  and  is  located 
at  1507  Sanborn  Avenue,  Okoboji,  Iowa.  Sanborn  is  just  West  of  US  71, 
20  miles  or  so  South  of  180  in  northwestern  Iowa.  180  traverses  southern 
Minnesota  and  you  turn  south  from  180  while  still  in  Minnesota, 
crossing  into  Iowa  shortly  afterwards. 

You  won’t  regret  a visit... I promise!

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“WITH  GOVERNOR  LEWIS  CASS”

Lewis  Cass  served  as  Michigan’s  territorial  governor  for  six  terms 
from  1813  to  1829  with  one  off  term  from  1819  to  1821.  Michigan  land 
area  included  all  of  the  present  State  of  Michigan  plus  Wisconsin  which 
was  spelled  “Ouisconsin”.  Cass  was  a cofounder  of  the  Michigan 
Historical  Society  in  1828  and  was  active  in  the  Territorial  Army  fighting 
in  the  War  of  1812.  Most  persons  who  knew  him  called  him  General. 

National  offices  held  by  Cass  were:  US  Secretary  of  War, 
Ambassador  to  France,  Democratic  Presidential  Candidate,  US  Senator 
from  Michigan  and  US  secretary  of  State.  His  career  in  government 
spanned  the  years,  1806  to  1860. 

The  Cass  display  at  the  MSNS  Spring  Show  included  a framed  steel 
engraving  and  a $5.00  check  dated  February  27, 1836  from  the  Bank  of  the 
United  States  signed  by  him,  a book  written  by  him  titled  France , its  King , 
Court  and  Government,  a book  titled  Historic  Sketches  of  Michigan,  1834 
and  the  Life  and  public  Service  of  Lewis  Cass,  1851. 

Some  of  the  display  notes  were  rare:  Detroit  Bank  $1 B not  in  Haxfr 
or  Bowen,  Detroit  Bank  $5B,  Note  #1,  Detroit  Bank  $5B  Note  #3  (#2 
crossed  out),  Detroit  Bank  $5C  Note  #1  and  spurious  signatures  of  Smith 
and  Jones  on  the  $1  Farmers  and  Merchants  Bank  of  St  Joseph .
